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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This action is in response to the communication filed 05/14/2001 . 

2. Claims 1-47 were received for consideration. 

3. No preliminary amendments for the claims were filed. Currently claims 1- 
47 are under consideration.

In the instant case, inventions l-lll has 
separate utility such as Group I is directed towards establishing a group of users and 
dissolving group based on predetermined rules, Group II is directed towards using 
DHCP server to supply configuration data to those clients configured to dynamically 
obtain their network settings, and Group III is directed towards providing IP address 
through tunnel.
